NEW ORLEANS, April 12.1872. 


The Colored Convention was called to order at ten 


o'clock A. M., with about the same attendance as 
on the previous day. Fred Douglass' non-arrival 
created great disappointment, and dark loolcs 
added to the natural sombre complexion of the 
body gave the opening a very gloomy aspect. After 
reading the minutes the most amusing rivalry aud 
anxiety were manifested to get at the great topic 
of discussion for which the day was set apart, 
viz.:—The endorsement of the Philadelphia and re- 
pnoiation ot the Cincinnati Convention. 
The 


struggle for the floor was, however, allayed for the 
time by postponement for an honr—a period passed 
in desultory discussion upon finances, colored rights, 
Eag bills, &c. It was, However, considerably en- 
livened by the Introduction of a resolution 
providing for the election of a new President, & 
" temporary-permanent President," as one speaker 
called it. 
Great disgust and annoyance were ex 


pressed at Fred Dongiass' non-arnval; bad raitn 
was more than once hinted at, and the discussion 
waxed very stormy until the tempest was finally 
calmed by the reception and reading of telegram1 
to Messrs. Ingraham and Caruozo announcing that 
Douglass was on his way, when the resolution was 
laid over amid applause. A long and dreary peti 
tlon abont colored soldiers was taen read, during 
which the hour toed for the special order arrived

PELL MELL THEY WENT AT IT. 


Plnchbacfe got tne floor, and opened with an 
amendment tacking on TO the Grant endorsement a 
resolution endorsing Senator Charles Snmner. It 
was resisted sturdily by the orthodox Grantites, 
and in a flurry of excitement cat short by tae 
Chairman ruling it out on a point or order,

At this juncture the Convention grew very stormy 
the orthodox Srantltes energetically pressing the 
resolution of endorsement, wnich was met at every 
step wita obstacles. 
Affairs soon, got hopelessly 
tangled up la regard to jai-JUamentary usage 
booKS of authority were tanled ont and found t< 
contradict each otner, which still runner rteepenei 
the eeneraLmuddtness. Points of order, exceptions 
motions, claims for tue floor, cries of "Question,' 
gotnnxed up into a hopeless muddle, during wnich 
a aelegate Irom Washington, who bad amvec 
about teu minutes previous, persisted in makine i 
violent, incouerent harangue in open defiance o 
the speaker's gavel and meo-bers" protest" 
A friendly hand finally pruled this irreDres- 
sible down, but only for a row to spring 
np elsewhere. The Conventloa had evident!' 
ties itself into a conundrum, and forty hands, ii 
endeavorlua to unravel it, only made a worsf 
tangle. The Cnairmaa, utterly bewildered maul- 
rested a disposition to give it ap, and finally one 
Jacobs, delegate from Mississippi, bv sheer force o 
noise outrode the storm, and oaleted down the 
assemblage wi:h a wild speech oa general topics,

He de- 
clared that General Grant was not his choice, but 
denied sympathy with the Cincinnati Convention. 
He said he had many grievances m common witn 
tne colored people against the President; that as 
loag as me negroes ken? quiet and in harmony they 
never received any concessions, and aa vised a dif- 
ferent course. Ha would support the nominee of the 
Philadelphia Convention, winch statement was re- 
ceived with general applanse. 


More fluoustenag followed amid considerable 
confusion and conflict of opinions. It crew worse 
until about hair-past two 
o'elocfc. 
The Chair- 
man's gavel showered blows oa the desk use thosa 
of an auctioneer. Being unable to oreserve order, 
the bland Cordozo in tne chair sala the convention 
should not degenerate into a mob, and went to 
wort with nis gavel again, vainly attempting to 
rap down the dozen_aspinng statesmen who still 
struggled to be heard. - 


FODNDISO DECOBTJH ISTO TB3E MOB. 
By three o'clock he had succeeded in pounding 
some decorunumto the assembly, which subsided 
tinder an ear-splitting effort from Eaoler, the intro- 
ducer of tne resolution. This orator is difficult to 
understand. He bites Bis words in two, spits ont 
one half and caews the other. Frantic attempts 
were maae to escape the infliction. He wentovertae 
same old ground about civil rights and the necessity 
of endorsing General Grant.

Washington, show (but tho British gov- 
ernment will submit, its case, or coun- 
ter reply, as it is sometimes called, on 
tho Alabama claims, to tho Geneva arbitra- 
tors. It had been stated that England would 
proceed no further in this matter, or in ex- 
ecuting the Treaty of Washington with regard 
to the Alabama claims, till the United States 
should abandon the claim for consequential 
damages. But we learn now that the counter 
case or reply of tho British government will 
be delivered at Gfeneva oa the 15th of this 
month, the time appointed in the treaty for 
the documents to be delivered. So far, then, 
it is gratifying to know that the business will 
go on, notwithstanding all the bluster and 
protests of the English press and government. 
But we are told that the British government 
will not regard this act of submitting its reply 
to the arbitrators as 
prejudicing the po- 


sition it has taken in opposition to the 
American claim for indirect damages, or as 
prejudicing the argument that 
the 
au- 


thority of tho Geneva arbitrators does not 
extend to the consideration of consequential 
damages. 
It holds that if the United States 


shall not, before the tribunal is ready to make 
an award, have abandoned the claim for con- 
sequential damages, England may and must 
retire from the board and withdraw her rati- 
fication to the Treaty of Washington. 
There 


are two months, after the time appointed for 
the delivery of the cases, allowed for argu- 
ments to be presented, and the hope is ex- 
pressed in England that the United States 
may during this time reconsider the position 
taken with regard to claiming consequential 
damages. In the meantime Mr. Disraeli is 
spurring the Gladstone Cabinet to an explicit 
expression and course on this question. 
If, 


therefore, Mr. Gladstone should hold to the 
ground he took against the American case, 
and the United States government will not 
change its position, as we believe it wiE not 
and cannot, Mr. Disraeli may be called upon 
to find a solution of the difficulty. The course 
of the tones, as indicated by the speech of 
Lord Salisbury, shows the determination of 
the opposition and their resources.

think there are some signs of yielding on 
the part of England. 
At least the blus- 


tering and very positive tone assumed at first is 
quieted down considerably. As there remain 
two months yet for argument and considera- 
tion, and as the British Government has decided 
to proceed as far in the matter of arbitration 
as to submit its counter case to the Geneva 
board, there is some reason to hope England 
may find a way out of thia dilemma she has 
placed herself in.

We shall probably have, in tte course of the 


political cycle through which we are passing, 
a Presidential scrub race like that of 1824 
but not yet. Barring this Cincinnati Conven- 
tion, the situation of the opposition forces 
•tronld indicate a contest like tnat againstlhe 
re-election of Jackson iai832. Then there 
were three or four little parties arrayed in 
opposition to the administration, and as they 
conid not agree they did not combine. Now 
there is one great^opposition party and two or 
three small ones, and tbe smaEest of the lot is 
put forward as Aaron's rod to gobble up all 
the others. The precedent of 1S32 wfll not, 
then, apply to the present democratic passive 
policy. But perhaps the election of 1844 may 
serve us. Ia that contest tbe small squad of 
some fifteen thousand abolition whigs in West- 
era New York, in voting for Biraey, defeated 
Clay, and elected Polk our President May 
not Trumbull, Schurz & Co., as an outside 
party, do the same good turn for the democ- 
racy in 1872? No; for while Birney repre- 
sented a great principle which triumphed ia 
the abolition of slavery. Trnmbull and Schnrz 
represent only their personal grievances, 
which signify nothing. It was the abolition 
idea, too, in the name of "free son," that 
gave to Van Buren the balance of power in 
JSiS, whereby he defeated Cass, the regular 
democratic nominee, and elected Taylor. 


To these small beginnings -we owe our 


present republican party, our new constitu- 
tion, the administration of General Grant and 
all the present conditions of the opposition 
elements—all that we have and all that we are. 
There is, indeed, nothing in all onr past 
political history to compare with this Cincin- 
nati experiment, excepting the anti-Lincoln 
Hepnblican Cleveland Convention of 1S64. 
Tfiat Convention set up Fremont and Coch- 
rane, two good fighting generals and earnest 
reformers both; bnt as the democratic party, 
then, had not finished its fijhi against tie war 
as a -iailnre, it was not ready to fuse on Fre- 
mont aad Cochrane; conssqaenriy. with the 
renominaiion of Lincoln, both ihese fighting 
generals gracefblly retired. 
Now the dis- 


gusted democracy, tired of fighting and 
anxious to hang up ticir party fiddie, await 
hopeSilly the deliverance of the Cincinnati 
Convenfion.

It appears from the report of the Bureau of 


Statistics, lately issued, and published in fas 
HERALD, that there was in the last year, ending 
December 31, a larje increase both' of our 
commerce and immigration over the previous 
year. 
The total number of immigrants that 


arrived in 1871 was 346,938, of whom 204,728 
ware males and 142,210 females. This is at 
tbe rate of nearly a thousand a day. Here ii 
an astonishing stream of wealth ia the labor 
of these people brought to enrich our country. 
In addition to that each immigrant lands, 
probably, with a hundred dollars in cash! 
True, many have not this amount, and some 
very little, but a large number have more. 
The average, therefore, will hardly be less 
than a hundred dollars for each immigrant 
The total, consequently, is little less than 
thirty-five millions. This helps materially to 
make np the balance of specie demand that 
the trade against us calls for. The accession 
of industrial wealth to the country can scarcely 
be well calculated, but it cannot be less thaa 
two hundred millions of dollars. And thia 
continues from year to year.
